Nkw YORK. N. Y., July 7. — For the clos- 
ing day of the Aqueduct meeting the fea- 
ture offering was the Speculation, a selling 
stake over the mile distance. It was the 
last day until September that the horses will 
be seen on Long Island and the closing 
meant more than any of the other early 
meetings. 

A goodly crowd was out and the weather 
was delightful. The track was in good con- 
dition and in p.ddition to the Speculation 
there was an interesting setting that includ- 
ed a three-quarters handicap and a steeple- 
chase over the short course. 

Selby Burch’s Pilgrim, the brother to that 
old campaigner Pickwick, proved an easy 
winner over Henry Waterson’s Brainstorm 
in the running of the Speculation and Ed- 
ward B. McLean’s Saddle and Boots was a 
close third. 

Billy McLaughlin was the one to cut out 
the running, with Brainstorm in second 
place, and Fator was content to rate Pil- j 
grim along on the rail and well within strik- 
ing distance. Before the eighth post in the 
stretch was reached Billy McLaughlin was j 
all through and as he dropped back beaten 1 
Pilgrim came through in easy fashion and ' 
the race was as good as over. At the end 
he was racing under restraint to win by 
almost two lengths. Saddle and Boots fin- 
ished with a determined rush and he was 
only a head back of Brainstorm, while the 
pair of them were six lengths before Kirk- 
levington. 

Frank J. Farrell’s Dimmesdale, a greatly 
Improved horse this year, was first home in 
the three-quarters of the Domino, an over- 
night handicap. Joseph E. Davis’ three- 
year-old filly Prodigious was the one to 
finish second and Joseph E. Widener’s old 
Naturalist had no trouble saving third from 
Mrs. Louise Viau's Ten-Lec, the only other 
starter. 

PRODIGIOUS SHARPLY CUT OFF. 

Then after the finish. J. Callahan, who rode 
Prodigious, which had been sharply cut off 
on the going to the first turn, lodged a claim 
of foul. There was a long consideration by 
the stewards during which patrol judges 
Doyle and Hanna were questioned and 
Keogh, who rode Naturalist, was also sent 
for, and then the result was confirmed as the 
horses finished. 

It was a good start, with Ten-Lec just 
showing the way to Naturalist, with Dim- 
mesdale in third place and Prodigious, start- 
ing from an inside position, last. Nearing 
the first turn, and before the horses were 
fairly under way, both Naturalist and Dim- 
mesdale came over slightly and Prodigious 
was pinched off and badly crowded back. 
Dimmesdale at once went into command 
with Ten-Lec and Naturalist, closely lapped, 
following and Prodigious rather a bad last 
by reason of the interference she suffered. 

Ten-Lec was the first one to tire and 
before the stretch was reached she had 
dropped back. Naturalist was saving ground 
on the inside, but he could not wear down 
th© leader. Then Callahan brought Prodig- 
ious up with a rush on the outside and at 
the end she was catching Dimmesdale at 
every stride, but he was home winner by 
something more than a length. 

When Callahan lodged his claim of foul 
he said that he did not know just which 
horse was responsible for liis mount having 
been knocked back. The patrol judges both 
exonerated Dimmesdale and said that Natur- 
alist was the one to blame. Keogh, himself, 
admitted that his mount had gone in slight- 
ly just at the point in the running where 
Callahan charged that he was fouled. 

BLINKERS HELP THREE SQUARE. 

Th© addition of blinkers to the equipment 
©f Jake Byers* Three Square in tho first 
race proved a wise change when she was 
a good winner from the other selling plater 
juveniles that opposed her. It was a five- 
eighths dash and Fator saved ground with 
her all the way coming on In the last eighth 
to win going away by a couple of lengths. 
James B. Smith’s Prince of Umbria, after 
racing forwardly from the start, was the 
one to save second place, but he had to do 
his best to beat J. L. Holland’s Ilork for 
that part of the purse. 

Joseph E. Widener’s Sea Skipper was an 
easy winner of the King’s Highway Steeple- 
chase, over the short course, when he led 
Matt Colford’s Yorkshire, with Jacky, an- 
other from the Widener Stable. R. Knox’s 
Vox Populi II., the only other starter, un- 
seated McNair after making the twelfth 
fence.

WINDSOR. Ont., July 7. — Surprises were 
in order at Devonshire today, the principal 
one coining in the running of the thn o- 
auarters handicap, which was provided as 
the afternoon’s attraction, when Carmandale 
won in runaway fashion and beat the edds- 
on favorite, Champlain, by two lengths and 
a half. Champlain was undoubtedly best, 
but was again handled with poor judgment 
l>y Stirling. Outrun in the early stages Stir- 
ling elected to go to the outside when he 
moved up at the turn out of the backstretch 
and entering the homestretch Champlain 
bolted to the outside. Stirling then went to 
a drive and took him to the inside and in the 
final sixteenth finished fast. 

The first race fell to Stoto, an outsider, 
which beat the favorite, Ogarite, out in a 
drive, with Flora B. a tiring third. 

Jewell V. D. made all of her own pace in 
the second, but tired at the end and was 
staggering to outlast Topmast. The latter 
was coming on the inside and would have 
won in a few more strides. 

The Kentuckians wan handsomely when 
Rustem beat Fighting Cook in the third. 
The winner came from behind in the last 
eighth after forcing the pace to the stretch 
turn. Lord Granite, heavily backed on the 
strength of some fast trials, tired after mak- 
ing a determined effort at the eighth post. 

The Goose-Ward combination scored a 
double when Hereafter won the fifth. He 
outbroke his opponents, made all the pace 
and beat Oliie Wood by a length in a driving 
finish. 

L>irectly after the running of the fifth 
race showers fell and the last two races were 
run over a sloppy track. 

Jockey Eddie Ambrose wms an arrival 
from his norne in Baltimore and will re- 
main here for the remainder oi the Canadian 
racing season. Ambrose can do 104 pounds 
and will ride as a free lance. 

Belario. winner of the seventh race on 
Thursday, was claimed from A. Alexandra 
by the New Orleans turfman E. Michaelis 
for $1,600. 

R. V. Haymaker purchased the two-year- 
old -athlete from A. Aubuchon. 

Jockey Joe Rowan left for Fort Erie this 
afternoon where he wi.» finish out ti.au meet- 
ing. Rowan has been engaged to ride El 
Jesmar in the Canadian Derby. 

SIR WILLIAM NELSON,

FIELD FOR LATONIA OAKS 



LATONIA, Ky., July 7. — The I-atonia 
spring and early summer season of 
racing will come to a conclusion Sat- 
urday with the running of a superla- 
tive card of seven races. The getaway 
day’s card will have a double stake 
feature in the historic Latonia Oaks 
and the recently -instituted Daniel 
Boone Handicap. Both will have $10,- 
000 in added money. 

The Oaks is at a mile and a quarter, 
while the Daniel Boone is a sixteenth 
of a mile shorter. These long distance 
races always appeal to the popular 
imagination and this will make them 
doubly attractive. r lhe Oaks will bring 
out a field of six crack fillies, all of 
which have been figuring prominently 
In racing this year to date. II. P. 
Whitney is going to make a strong 
bid for first honors with his eastern 
filly Prudish and, although Latonia 
racegoers have not seen her in action, 
they know of her fine reputation on 
the eastern tracks and will probably 
back her into favoritism. Startle will 
be the mainstay of the westerners an<I 
will be ably assisted by such as Mar- 
tha Mallon, Margaret Winsor and Pre- 
cious Lula in trying to give first honors 
to Kentucky. Bonus, another eastern- 
owned candidate, will have a good fol- 
lowing.

Gray Gables .Scores Third Con- 
secutive Victory, Taking Nia- 
gara Falls Purse. 



FORT ERIE. Ont., July 7. — The Niagara 
Falls Purse, which was offered as the fea- 
ture attraction at Fort Erie this afternoon, 
resulted in victory for Gray Gables, which 
continued on his winning way and brought 
his score to three consecutive victories. 
Cote d’Or took second place, while Mercutio 
was third. 

The race was a dash of a mile and a six- 
teenth and brought out a well-balanced field. 
The start found all the contestants leaving 
in perfect alignment, with Gray Gables rac- 
ing in front, followed by Mercutio. while Cote 
d’Or was in third position. This order was 
reversed when t •• • field was straighten d 
out on the backstretch and Cote d’Or dis- 
placed Mercutio. Gray Gables set a fast 
pace and drew away from Cote d’Or rounding 
the far turn and held his opponents safe for 
the remainder of the journey, while Cote d’Or 
had a safo advantage over Mercutio, which 
was ridden out to save third place from 
Parisian Diamond. Gray Gables was neg- 
lected in the wagering and netted a return 
of $15.40 for the usual $2 investment. 

The Waldeck stable uncovered a good two- 
year-old in the running of the opening dash, 
which was for maidens at five-eighths, when 
The Quest dashed into a long lead and toyed 
with his opponents for the remainder of the 
race. Buckwheat took second place, while 
Sly Solace was third. The winner was rid- 
den by Weiner and was accorded confident 
support in his calculations. The Quest pulled 
up decidedly lame following the running. 

Gallipot proved much the best of a band of 
cheap platers in the second affair, which 
was at five and a half furlongs, while Iled- 
nion, a despised outsider, scored iu the 
third. Redmon was the longest priced win- 
ner of the afternoon. 

A head finish cams with the running of 
the fourth race, which was for Canadian- 
breds, when Blarney Boy outlasted Bryn- 
thona, while Witch Flower was third. 

Racing conditions this afternoon were ideal 
and a crowd of large proportions journeyed 
to the course. Racing was of a spirited 
order. 

Walter Scofield will take a division cf the 
J. K. L. U?S3 stable to Windsor tomorrow'. 

Jcckey J. McTaggart was forced to cancel 
his engagements following the fourth race, 
due to indigestion.

EXPECT NO ADVERSE 

GOVERNMENT ACTION 



TORONTO, Ont., July 7.— Although no 
definite action has been taken by the pro- 
vincial government it is understood at the 
parliament building that no effort will be 
made to prevent the establishment and op- 
eration of the new race track at Port Credit, 
for which supplementary letters patent are 
now being sought. It is said that final 
decision of the government hinges upon fur- 
ther communication with Attorney-General 
Raney. 

Hon. II. C. Nixon, provincial secretary, 
through whose department the application 
passed, agreed with Premier Drury as to the 
power of the government to cancel the char- 
ter under which the company is to operate ; 
but pointed out that to cancel a company 
charter would be an unheard of thing, a 
‘ high handed” action on the part of the gov- 
ernment.

Enables Her to Win Laionia’s 
Feature in a Close Finish. 

Dartmoor Takes the Other Prin- 
cipal Race of the Day — Stock- 
well a Failure.

LATONIA, Ky., July 7. — C. E. Rowe’s con- 
sistent Miss Jemima again figured in a 
sterling performance when she triumphed 
in the three-quarters handicap in game style 
over Barracuda, to which she was conced- 
ing twenty-four pounds of actual weight. 
She beat him home by the narrowest kind 
of a margin. It was a story of combined 
racing tactics which almost brougnt a^out 
her defeat. In this case it was Pindar Per l 
which kept her at high pressure and forced 
her to tire in the stretch. Barracuda, fol- 
lowing directly in the rear of the pace- 
makers and favored by his light impost, 
gained steadily through the last eighth and 
only Miss Jemima’s sheer gameness enabled 
her to Inst it out just long enough to gain 
the verdict. Pir.dar Peel, after racing with 
Miss Jemima to the last eighth, tired, but fin- 
ished gamely. The time cf the race, 1:11%, 
marked an extra creditable performance, con- 
sidering the strong wind the horses faced 
in the stretch racing. 

Today’s attendance was again of generous 
numbers and was attracted to the track by 
the good off-day offerings. Several cf the 
dashes had among theft* starters some of 
the better grade horses here. In addition to 
the three-quarters handicap the mile and 
seventy yards race, in which some speedy 
ones started, furnished a rousing contest, 
the victory falling to Dartmoor over Lady 
Astor, with Yoshimi in third place. 

Favorites continued deceptive, but the sport 
was close throughout and highly Interesting. 

The opener brought an upset in the victory 
cf Bobbie Shea, which coming with a rush 
in the stretch won easily from Prince Welles 
and First Consul, 

WINS FOR NEW OWNER. 

Mayor Carrel ran In the interests of E. 
Trotter, who purchased the colt prior to the 
race and in addition to winning the purse had 
him serve as the medium by which to precure 
from Hal Price Headley Green Spring via 
the claiming route. Green Spring is said t » 
be a highly promising prospect and at the 
claiming price of $1,900 appears a good bar- 
gain. He finished in third place. Mayor 
Carrel and Glenlivet headed him. 

The outstanding surprise of the afternoon 
came in the third race, in which a low- 
grade band met and it furnished a victory 
for Chinnie Walsh, which under Owens’ good 
ride ran in much improved form and, taking 
the lead in the stretch, beat Merchant home. 
The race marked the first appearance in 
nearly two years cf the one-time crack Stock- 
well. He appeared high in flesh and raced 
as if short, tiring badly in the stretch. It 
was a great drop for the at one time mighty 
regarded horse to be in with a band of $500 
top and bottom entries. 

Some useful youngsters met in the fourth 
race, with Jakie Hay the favorite, but the 
best he could do was to land in third place. 
Away, under light weight, winning from 
Bcndita. 

Several fractious post actors, including 
Neddam, were among the starters in the 
final race and they delayed the start con- 
siderably. Neddam finally landed heavily on 
John S. Reardon. In the race Neddam led for 
the entire distance, out was lucky to get 
home a nose in front of Tippo Sahib, which 
ran a fine race. Blarney Stone landed third. 

JOCKEY CONNELLY INJURED. 

While exercising one of II. IL Hewitt’s 
two-year-olds this morning jcckey P. Con- 
nelly was thrown and sustained injuries that 
enforced the cancellation of his riding en- 
gagements for this afternoon. 

Jockey Mack Garner also had to refrain 
from riding this afternoon, owing to a slight 
attack of illness. 

James B. Brown, Louisville banker and a 
director of the Kentucky Jockey Club, was 
a visitor this afternoon and will remain 
over to witness the closing days’ races. 

The Daniel Boone Handicap will be run 
as the fourth race, while the Latonia Oaks 
is scheduled as the fifth race cf tho day. 

The Kentucky State Racing Commisisou 
will meet in the Latonia clubhouse Saturday 
at noon. The chief business to come before 
the meeting is the allotment of fall dates. 

Ed. Trotter bought Mayor Carrel for $2,500 
and half the purse before the first race 
and registered him according to rules. In 
the second race, which Mayor Carrel won, 
there were two claims lodged for Green 
Spring, one by Trotter, represented by Ray- 
mond W. In the draw Trotter got the horso 
at a cost of $1,900.

(SPECIAL. CORRESPONDENCE.) 

RON DON, England, June 17. — The victory 
of Varzy in the Royal Hunt Cup was almost 
as staggering as Illuminator's twelve months 
ago. The iciness of its reception was in 
keeping with a bitterly cold day, more fit 
for the Grand National. 

Varzy, on his form at Wolverhampton, ten 
days prior to Ascot, did not appear to pos- 
sess a thousand to one chance of winning 
the Royal Hunt Cup. He turned the form 
upside down. 

Varzy was well away from the start at 
Ascot Five hundred yards from the post the 
favorite, Crubenmore, just had his head in 
front of the leader, but could not keep up 
the pressure. In the last fifty yards Strat- 
ford raced alongside Varzy, but the latter 
put out a little bit extra and was a 20 to j 
winner by a short head. 

I wrote at the time Varzy was a bit un- 
lucky when he finished third to The Yellow 
Dwarf and Monarch in the Victoria Cup 
at Hurst Park. On that running he was 
the best handicapped horse in the Hunt 
Cup. Still, people could net forget his ter- 
rible display at Wolverhampton. Varzy. 
however, was not winning out of his turn. 
It is just a year since he had his head in 
front at Windsor, which is “next door” to 
Ascot. In the Hunt Cup Varzy carried 
ninety-eight pounds ; he wa3 receiving weight 
from ten of the oilier nineteen competitors. 
Leighton, which finished sixth, was at the 
lop of the handicap, with 120 pounds. 

INDIAN OWNS STRATFORD. 

Stratford belongs to the Indian owner San- 
pidas Jesiram ; it was his first runner in this 
country, and had the horse been successful 
it would have been quite a remarkable 
achievement. 

Varzy was bred by his owner. F. Gretton. 
who is a nephew of the gentleman who 
owned Isonomy. He is the fifth foal of 
Maritza, by William the Third. This ma^e 
was also bred by Mr. Gretton. 

Varzy himself is a medium-sized light 
flesh chestnut colt, with a big blaze face: 
a little white on the near hind heel ; he 
has lop cars. He is just the type of horse 
to do well in India. One hardly imagined 
him good enough to win such a valuable 
and important handicap as the Royal Hunt 
Cup. This year the race was worth $11,000 
to the winner. 

Varzy comes of a rather obscure line and 
is the first important winner of hi3 female 
line for close upon ninety years, which takes 
us bach to Slane, a good class race horse 
and sire. Many of his daughters bred good 
performers, but not a few” of his stock were 
lacking in speed and unsound in wind. An- 
other branch of this line gave us Gcuver- 
nant, which about twenty years ago was 
a big winner in France. He afterward went 
to Austria, where he proved a successful 
stallion. 

The second dam of Varzy is Marmarfca, 
by Bend Or and Marmot, by Ser.anus, a 
fast two-year-old. Lily veil (winner of the 
Sydney Cup and other long-distance races 
in Australia) is related to Marmot. He, 
however, was sired by Martagon, from which 
he inherited his stamina.

Decisive Defeats for Old Leader 
in Randwick Autumn and 
Cumberland Stakes. 



SYDNEY, N. S. W., Australia, April 21.— 
Australia has another champion horse in the 
gelding Beauford, which has twice beaten 
Eurythmic and is younger and coming, while 
Eurythmic has failed as Poitrel failed be- 
fore him. In the mile and a half $20,000 
Autumn Stakes at Randwick last Saturday 
both Beauford and Sister Olive, the Mel- 
bourne Cup winner, beat Eurythmic, and 
four days later both David and Furious 
also beat Eurythmic with ease in the $12,000 
Cumberland Plato, at two miles. 

In the Autumn Stakes the start was even, 
Eurythmic if anything being first to move. 
Beauford led past the stand a length from 
Eurythmic, with Sister Olive, Salitros anj 
David in that order, next. Tlie same order 
prevailed out of the straight, but at the 
nine furlongs Beauford was a length and 
a half from Eurythmic, with Sister Olive a 
similar distance away, attended, after a gap, 
by Salitros and David. 

Beauford was two lengths from Eurythmic 
at the mile, the order of the others being 
the same. There was little alteration to 
the three-quarters, where Beauford increased 
bis lead to three lengths from Eurythmic, 
with Sister Olive, Salitros and David in that 
order. Beauford was four lengths from 
Eurythmic at the half mile, while Sister Olive 
closed slightly on Eurythmic and L»avid 
joined Salitros. 

There was little alteration to the three- 
eighths, where Beauford went farther away, 
and he came into the straight nearly five 
lengths in front of Eurythmic. with Sister 
Olive handy. Beauford was untroubled in 
the run home ar.d won by two lengths from 
Sister Olive, which defeated Eurythmic by 
three lengths. Then came David and Sali- 
tros. Time, 2 :32%. 

BEAUFORD A CERTAIN STAYER. 

Until the Autumn Stakes there had been 
question as to Beauford’s staying. But the 
race set all doubts at rest, and by the way 
he won it certainly looks as if any distance 
would be within his powders. Had the Au- 
tumn Stakes been two miles he wou’d have 
beaten Eurythmic just as easily. He both- 
ered the chestnut all the way for pace, and 
that horse hadn’t a kick left to stall off 
that good little mare Sister O’ive, which 
finished really well and is as honest as the 
day. 

In the two-mile Cumberland Stakes Eu- 
rythmic was at 7 to 4 on in the betting and 
was again soundly beaten. From a good 
start passing the stand David was out three 
lengths from Eury thmic and Swift Shot, with 
Sister Olive a length from Furious. The pace 
improved at the mile, where David still had 
charge three lengths in advance of Euryth- 
mic and Swift Shot, with Furious a length 
in front of Sister Olive. 

Sister Olive was within a length of David 
at the half-mile ; then came Eury thmic. 
Swift Shot and Furious. David turned for 
home half a length from Sister Olive and 
Eurythmic was a similar distnee in front 
of Swift Shot. Furious improved her po- 
sition approaching the distance, but David 
won Dy a length and a half, with half a 
head between second and third. Sister Olive 
was five lengths away*, fourth. Time, 3 :38%. 

Illness prevented A. Wood from riding for 
about three months, but he is quickly making 
up lost ground. He rede in the four weight- 
for-age races at the meeting and won the 
lot, two each on Beauford and David. The 
first money for the four races totaled $35,000. 

FAR FROM CHAMPION IN LOOKS. 

Beauford is the worst looking champion it 
has ever been a critic’s privilege to see. He 
has certainly built up a little recently, but 
is still the lanky, long-necked individual 
whose only redeeming feature is his gallop- 
ing ability*. Beauford is much Inbred to St. 
Simon. Old racing men say’ that he is much 
like that horse, allowing for his gelding lank- 
iness. 

Beauford’s pedigree Is unusual, as he has 
three infusions of St Simon in close re- 
moves, and that was another reason why it 
was reckoned lie has too much of that blood, 
as usually inbred horses go fast, but are 
not seen to advantage over a distance. How- 
ever, Beauford is quite out of the ordinary 
in every way ; in fact, is a freak. 

Beauford’s sire. Beau Soult, was a good 
galloper, and as a three-year-old won tho 
Iiosehill Guineas, beating that good horse, 
Radnor. Beau Soult is by Soult, son of St. 
Simon, from Our Lady, by Simmer, son of 
St. Simon, from Lady Agnes, by Neckers- 
gat, from Peradventure, by Adventurer. It 
will therefore be seen that he is closely in- 
bred to the greatest of English sires. 

Beauford’s dam, Blueford, is by that good 
sire of stayers. True Blue, from Isisford, by 
Simmer, son of St. Simon, from Isis, by 
Goldsborough, from Iona, by The Barb. True 
Blue introduces the valuable Musket blood, 
and there is certainly no better cross than 
Musket on St. Simon. From the pedigree be- 
low it ’will be seen that Beauford has an 
attractive pedigree, and it is simply a matter 
of opinion as to whether he has too much 
of the St. Simon blood.

North Waltham only 
won by “the skin of his teeth,” for in a 
desperate finish he beat by a neck King's 
Idler, which was conceding six pounds. The 
other runr.eis included Flamboyant, Pole- 
march, Miienko, Copyright and Hunt Daw. 
Among them were winners of the SL Lejjer, 
Doncaster Cup, Cambridgeshire and North- 
umberland Plate, so it waa a representative 
field. 

North Waltham’s record was not so im- 
pressive as many of those he defeated- lie 
had. however, shown his ability to stay. 
He is a rather ungainly and to some extent 
unattractive, lop-eared, bay colt- Everyone 
at Manchester was convinced that had Pole- 
march put any real effort into his task he 
would have won the race. At the home turn 
he was leading, but from that point he 
dropped back until he finished absolutely 
last. He is sadly spoiling his reputation. 

North Waltham belongs to James White, 
who is a native of the Manchester district, 
so the victory of his horse was particularly 
appropriate- With Donoghue in the saddle 
he was supported all over the country and 
was a sound favorite at 3 to L Mr. White 
purchased North Waltham from trainer Cot- 
trill about two months ago. The last-named 
hough! the colt from Mrs. Mills, widow of 
the late TL Mills, who had purchased North 
Waltham as a yearling at auction for $325. 
Cottrill, of course, still trains the horse for 
Ilr. White. 

SORTfl WALTHAM’S BREEDING. 

North Waltham is by Junior, which won 
the Manchester Cup and was a notable ex- 
ception to most of the offspring of his sire, 
Symington, which sired a lot of sprinters. 
The dam Is Attic Salt. She wa a bred by 
Lord Rosebery and is the first foaJ of Mon- 
tem, a handsome mare, which won the New 
Stakes at Ascot and the July Stakes at 
Newmarlcet. 

Attic Salt was a disappointment at the 
«tswL so the late Lord Rosebery bold her 
at the December sales. 1916. V. Zvequintzoff, 
equerry to the then Czar of Russia, bought 
her. She had been bred to Junior, and 
North Waltham made his appearance the 
next spring. Some twelve months later, 
owing to the Russian chaos, the mare and 
the young yearling were sold by auction 
at TattersaU’s in London. Attic Salt brought 
$875. The fcal was a great bargain, the 
mare wa3 a bad one, because the next season 
she produced dead twins to Willonyx and 
since 1918 has been persistently barren. 

Uontem Is by Ladas. Attic Salt is by Sir 
Ylsto, which won the Darby and SL Leger. 
Montem's dam was tho brilliant mare Ker- 
messe, wiiich as a two-year-old ran in six 
first-class races and was only beaten once, 
when at Goodwood she dead-heated for sec- 
ond place with St. Marguerite. 

Kermesse won the New Stakes, July Stakes, 
Champagne Stakes and the Middle Park 
Plate. As a three-year-old she was badly 
Mjnifs and could not run until October, when 
at Newmarket she readily defeated tho Derby 
winner over a mile. The next day she won 
a race over two miles, less forty-two yards. 
Like many brilliant race mares Kerinesse 
did not achieve much fame at the stud. She 
was. however, grand dam of Epsom Lad, 
which won tho Eclipse Stakes and other good 
races for Lord Wooiavington, about twenty 
years ago.

STABLE FOREMAN RULED OFF 



One of the closing day’s features of the T .a ton la meeting is the Latonia Oaks, which 
will be run for the twenty-sixth time this afternoon. Here is its interesting history: 



LATONIA. Ky., July 7.—' William Keys, 
■tabic foreman for John II. Nichols, was ruled 
off by the stewards under the provisions of 
rule 237. After the stewards denied the fur- 
ther entry of Millersburg, because of frao- 
tlou&nesa at the barrier, J. H. Nichols noti- 
fied tho stewards that the actions of the 
mare were duo to the “dope" or stimulant 
given her by Keys. Mr. Nichols was re- 
quested to mako an affidavit to this state- 
ment. which he did. When asked to produce 
Keys he said the latter had left for his 
home in Tennessee, being called there by 
illness of one of his relatives. This was on 
June 28. Today Keys appeared before tho 
stewards and admitted giving the mare a 
drench of v/hLsky and quinine, to “quiet” her. 
Asked if he had given any whisky or quinine 
to any other horse at any time, he said “no,” 
but that ho had taken quinine himself at 
times for a cold. Ho disclaimed having given 
any “dope” or stimulant to any of the other 
horses.
